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Experimental Forest 


in San Dimas Canyon 
Dedicated by Officials

The unveiling of a plaque on Saturday at Tanbark Flats, 


located at the head of San Dimas canyon, presented jointly by 
the Los Angeles Forest Protective association and the Los An- 
geles County Conservation association, at the dedication cere- 
monies of the San Dimas experimental forest, a unit of the Cali- 
fornia forest and range experimental station, forest service, U. S. 
department of agriculture, marked another milestone in the de- 
velopment of one of the largest projects of this character on the 
Pacific coast. The event attracted a gathering of 150 state and 
civic leaders, interested in the many problems of water conser- 
vation and watershed management in southern California. 


The various speakers at the ex-<5> 


ercises stressed the fact that the' 
yield of usable water from the 
chaparral-covered mountains is of 
vital importance to the rural and 
urban populations of the valleys of 
southern California. As these water- 
sheds, furnishing most of the water 
available to these territories, are 
largely within national forests, the 
problem of increasing their water 
productiveness are of concern to the 
research division of the U. S. forest 
service, and for this reason the Cali- 
fornia forest and range experimental 
station has initiated this compre- 
hensive investigation of watershed 
management within the chaparral 
region.

years or more. With the exception of 
the placement of the delicate instru- 
ments, requiring technical 
knowl- 


edge and experience, the work has 
been done largely by men of the 
CCC, CWA and SERA camps, locat- 
ed in the canyons 'during the past 
two years.

EXPERIMENTAL AREA 


The San Dimas experimental for- 


est, located in the Sierra Madre 
mountains northeast of Glendora, 
has an area of approximately 17,000 
acres, which includes the drainage 
basins of the San Dimas and Big 
Dalton canyons. 


The investigations now being con- 


ducted in the forest have, in general, 
a two-fold purpose: first, to make a

SERA Funds to Aid 


in Financing Arts 


Unit of Plant 


Following a special meeting 


of the board of trustees, Super- 
intendent Ben S. Millikan of 
the Covina union high school 
district announced yesterday 
the immediate construction of a 
new arts unit to the school's 
educational plant. 
The new 


structure will occupy a place 
on the campus immediately 
north of the main building, now 
used for executive offices and 
assembly purposes. The build- 
ing will face on Citrus avenue. 


The structure will be constructed 


as an SERA project, the federal gov- 
ernment providing funds for all la- 
*»ar employed, and in addition 25 per 
cent of the cost of material used. 
The balance of the funds needed, 
approximately $16,000, will be paid 
out of reserve moneys which have 
been accumulated by the district 
during a period of years. The fed- 
eral funds are a direct gift. The unit 
when completed will cost in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 


The exterior of the new building, 


65x150 feet, three-story, will be a 
duplicate of the science building on 
the south side of the campus, and

Light sleepers thruout the San 


Gabriel valley were awakened re- 
peatedly during the early hours on 
Wednesday morning by four distinct 
but minor earthquake shocks. Two 
of them were said to be intense 
enough to cause damage at the point 
of origin as recorded on the instru- 
ment at the Carnegie Seismological 
Institute in Pasadena. 


The third and strongest quake in 


this valley occurred at 3:17 a.m., but 
aside from rattling dishes and win- 
dows and stopping clocks, no dam- 
age was recorded. According to the 
Pasadena institute this shake orig- 
inated about fifty miles from Pasa- 
dena in a northeasterly direction. 
The other strong shock occurred 
about 1:56, and centered about four 
hundred and fifty miles away. 


The two lesser shocks were felt 


at 2:26 and 3:08 a.m., as announced 
by the attendants at the institute.

Manipulation of credit and pyramid- 
ing of profits have taken the place 


Supervisors Defer 
Action Concerning 
Transmission Line 


No further action will be taken on 


oehalf of the board of supervisors 
:o protest the original routing of Los 
Angeles city's Boulder dam trans- 
mission line until the return of Su- 
pervisor H. C. .Legg from Washing- 
ton, a delegation of property owners 
was told by Supervisor Gordon L. 
McDonough, chairman pro tern of 
the board, at a visit Monday. 


Most of the members of the dele- 


gation were from Claremont, La 
Verne and San Dimas, communities 
most affected by the foothill routing 
selected by the city for the 144-foot- 
high towers. Spokesman for the 
group was William Clary, Los An- 
geles attorney, who has been retain- 
ed by the objectors. 


Clary urged that the supervisors 


go on record asking the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance corporation to make an 
impartial investigation of not only 
the foothill route selected, but also 
of several proposed alternate routes. 


"We believe the route should be 


located where it will do the least 
possible harm to the surrounding 
property," McClary told the three 
board members present "We are not 
trying to move the line over into 
some other community necessarily, 
and we do not contend that the lo- 
cation should not necessarily be at 
any of the proposed locations. 


"We do say, however, that the 


city has not made the careful study 
that the Metropolitan water district 
did, for example, when deciding 
to locate its aqueduct lines. We un- 
derstand that sixty-five separate 
routes were surveyed for that proj- 
ect. 


"We came here expecting to find a 


Puente delegation before the board, 
and we wanted to assure Puente of 
our desire to cooperate to find an 
alternate route that would do harm 
to no one. We question whether any 
serious study has been made thru 
the Chino district. The power bu- 
reau has admitted to us that the 
foothill line was the only one sur- 
veyed, and they asked us to show 
them where it could better be locat- 
ed."

Owners May Redeem 
Delinquent Taxes 


Under the terms of assembly bill 


No. 1034 covering the redemption of 
real estate from delinquent taxes, 
signed by the governor on June 12 
and immediately effective, property 
owners are entitled to make com- 
plete redemption of property delin- 
quent in 1933 or prior, by the pay- 
ment of taxes alone, without any 
penalties, costs or interest. 


This does not apply to 1934 taxes 


except where there is a prior delin- 
quency on the same property. 


In the event redemption is now 


being made on the.ten-payment plan, 
the owner is entitled to redeem on 
the basis provided by the new law 
and have a deduction for "the total 
amount of all payments previously 
made.

Scale Situation 
Called Worst in 
Many Years 


The black scale situation is the 


worst it has been for many years. 
This condition exists quite generally 
fror Santa Barbara to San Diego 
counties and thruout the interior. At 
present the scale is mostly in the 
egg stage with the hatch starting. 
In the coastal area the development 
is quite regular, but in the interior 
many orchards show marked varia- 
tion in size of scale. There has been 
very little natural mortality to date. 
Scutellista and Aphycus are begin- 
ning to appear. 


Considering the present condition 


of hatch, which is behind normal, it 
appears highly improbable that even 
in the most advanced districts con- 
trol work will start before the mid- 
dle of July. Fruit is also backward. 


This situation indicates demand for 


a tremendous amount of control 
work, and difficulty in control with 
a single treatment may be exper- 
ienced in many orchards. In badly 
infested orchards, particularly in the 
interior, honeydew and sooty mold 
are so heavy that there is likely to 
be severe tree injury and heavy re- 
duction in crop. Spray or fumigation 
are valueless as well as hazardous at 
the present time. Growers who de- 
sire to apply some method of tempo- 
rary relief may use sulfur dust. 
While sulfur dust checks and re- 
moves sooty mold, it must/be borne 
in mind that its use prior to or dur- 
ing hot weather is attended with a 
degree of hazard. Sulfur dust ap- 
plied at the beginning of the hatch 
frequently makes later control by 
fumigating or spraying in warm in- 
terior areas more effective.

Lemon Restriction— 


Regardless of constitutionality, the citrus 


growers must adopt a policy of restricted 
shipping to fit marketing needs. 


The huge lemon pack this year is in reality 


a menace to the industry, a common condi- 
tion where plenty produces the paradox of 
penalty. Human nature has always revolted 
at the thought of withholding or destroying 
commodities in order to maintain price. This 
has been condemned as the deliberate crea- 
tion of a false scarcity. Where there is a great 
surplus of a commodity the natural reaction 
is to allow its use, no matter how cheap the 
surplus may make the market. But this is a 
fallacy in economics. If the marketing of a 
great surplus depresses the price to a point 
below cost of production it eventually ruins 
the producer, the entire industry becomes un- 
profitable and is abandoned. This happened 
to a very marked degree in the earlier his- 
tory of the citrus industry, causing more than 
half of the lemon acreage to be budded over 
to oranges. 


Of course the restriction of shipping is not 


the cure of a surplus in itself. There must be 
an authoritative restriction of lemon acreage, 
and a more rigid culling before shipping. 


The time must come when all commodities 


must be restricted to the point of customer 
absorption. Eventually it will be unlawful to 
market any product below the cost of produc- 
tion. Because of the advancement of scienti- 
fic agriculture; because of the constant im- 
provement of cultural, packing and shipping 
methods, and unrestricted increase in acre- 
age, the farmer and fruit raiser has been pen- 
alized instead of made more secure, until, as 
Arthur Brisbane asserts, the tiller of the soil 
has come to be a philanthropist without his 
consent.

lation of chaparral vegetation to the 
yield of usable water from mountain 
watersheds and of its functions in 
reducing erosion; and second, to de- 
velop methods of management or 
treatment of the vegetation so as to

Talk of a constitutional amendment to pro- 


vide a basic authority for federal regulation 
of business and finance can only be vague and 
unconvincing at the present time. 


The NRA has probably definitely establish- 


ed the idea that authoritative regulation of in- 
dustry is necessary, but the framing of an ac- 
tual provision in the constitution cannot come 
until the thought of the country on this ques- 
tion has crystalized. No two persons can be 
found in the nation to agree on a paragraph 
that would express and epitomize the objec- 
tive. It must always be remembered that 
basic law is not formulated; it formulates it- 
self, and is only possible when custom and 
need have brought about a clear understand- 
ing. 


We know that unrestricted competition is 


wrong and destructive; we do not know to 
what extent it should be restrained. We 
know that there are evils of business conduct 
peculiar to one part of the country; we do not 
know if a statute to cure that evil can be 
applied to all of the country. The fundamen- 
tal mistake of the NRA was the attempt to 
enforce the blanket codes. A constitutional 
amendment must be a basic blanket code for 
all of the country. Such an amendment, in 
order to secure approval of the states, would 
have to be so greatly generalized as to in all 
probability be ineffective and abortive. 


Congress has always had the right to 


regulate business. Virtually every piece of 
legislation enacted is a regulation of business. 
Congress, under the constitution, has always 
had the right to regulate and control finance. 
It holds the right of charter over every pri- 
vate bank. The right of banks to issue cur- 
rency is a right in sufferance only, and may 
be revoked at any time. 


It is difficult to envision, any amendment 


for the control and regulation of industry 
which would strengthen the power of the gov- 
ernment in this respect, or even supplement 
this power. Necessity for authority over busi- 
ness greater than business itself is recognized.

To accomplish this result the fol- 


owing problems are being attacked 
5y a system of studies in which veg- 
etation-water relationships are in- 
vestigated in progressive degrees of

1. Exact measurement of precipi- 


tation on mountain drainage basins; 


2. Measurement of yield of water 


and debris from typical watersheds 
varying types of vegetative cover; 


3. Analysis of the type of vegeta- 


tion involved in water losses and 
control of erosion on mountain wa- 
tersheds; 


4. Determination of the consump- 


tion of water by native vegetation 
and by types of vegetation which 
might be substituted for the native 
chaparral; and 


5. Quantative determination of the 


environmental factors affecting wa- 
ter used by vegetation. 


WATERSHEDS 


To measure the summed effect ol 


all environmental factors on rainfall 
runoff and erosion, the major water- 
sheds of the San Dimas and Big 
Dalton are subdivided into ten in- 
termediate compartment watersheds 
ranging in area from one for four- 
teen square miles. 


Rainfall is measured very accur- 


ately by rain gauges spaced one-half 
mile apart mainly on a system of 
trails located on a contour at an ele- 
vation of 2100, 31,000, 4100, and 5100 
feet. These rain gauges, some 275 in 
number, are read at the end of each 
storm. 


Records of the rate of rainfall are 


obtained 
by 
fourteen 
intensity 


gauges which automatically record 
the rate and amount of precipitation 
on a chart. These gauges are dis- 
tributed throughout the area as 
equally as possible, both by altitude 
and by intermediate watersheds. 


Streamflow 
resulting 
from 
the 


rainfall is being measured at the 
mouth of each intermediate water- 
shed by means of modified Parshall 
flumes of various sizes for flood 
flows, the one installed at the mouth 
of the east fork of the San Dimas 
being the largest of its character 
ever built,-having a capacity of 3600 
second feet. 


The sum 


ed watersheds should evaluate the 
effect of vegetation on these two 
watersheds. These small watersheds 
are equipped with most elaborate 
and intensive means of measuring 
rainfall, runoff and erosion. This ex- 
periment is being made in Bell can- 
yon at elevations between 2500 and 
3400 feet, and in Fern canyon be- 
'..,nn« 
A1A..»^: 
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of all these stream- 


gauging stations will give the total 
streamflow from the experimental 
area which may be checked by rec- 
ords kept at the Los Angeles county 
flood control dams located near the 
mouths of the Big Dalton and San 
Dimas drainage. 


A survey has been made of the 


Big Dalton reservoir and a similar 
survey of the San Dimas reservoir is 
planned. This will be followed by 
periodic re-surveys which will show 
the amount of debris deposited as 
the result of erosion on the major 


Experiments are being made with 


a group of small watersheds of sim- 
ilar environmental characteristics, in 
which the factor of vegetation is iso- 
lated by treatment. It is planned to 
leave one watershed with its present 
vegetation undisturbed, and to burn 
the other two, keeping one denuded 
by repeated burning and allowing 
the oilier to return to normal plant 
cover after the single burning. The 
difference in the yield of water and 
debris between burned arid unburn- 


Experiments are in progress on 


miniature areas from which mea- 
sured precipitation and surface run- 
off are recorded from small segments 
of a watershpd denuded of normally 
vegetated conditions. At present the 
forest contains three of such groups 
of plots. One installation consists of 
two pairs of 1/40-acre plots, one pair 
with normal chaparral cover, and the 
other pair kept denuded by burning. 
The other two set of plots contain 
three groups each of three plots—• 
one group to be kept with normal 
cover, one continuously denuded, 
and one denuded and then allowed 
to return to natural chaparral cover. 
The tri-plot installations are located 
at 1600, 2700, and 5000-foot eleva- 
tions, and contain vegetation typica 
of these altitudes. 


The runoff from each plot is mea- 


sured by catching the water in 
concrete trough at the base of the 
plot and running it through a spe- 
cially designed tipping bucket which 
catches 1/10 cubic foot of water anc 
then dumps it and brings another 
bucket into position. Each move- 
ment of the bucket on each plot i 
recorded electrically on a moving 
strip chart synchronously with a rec- 
ord of the rainfall. Later inspection 
of the chart permits a comparison o 
the rate of runoff from the denuded 
succession and natural plots in rela- 
tion to rainfall. 


In addition to the above plots fo 


the study of watershed runoff anc 
erosion, a series of seven plots have 
been established at the head o 
Wolfe canyon for measurement o 
the relatives effectiveness of variou 
methods of road-fill fixation for the 
control of erosion due to road dis 
turbance. 


LYSIMETERS 


The following installations are nov 


under construction at Tanbark Flat, 
in sufficient numbers to give thor 
oughly reliable data as to the mea 
sured loss 'of water due to evapora 
tion and transpiration by growin 
plants: 


A series of 50 metal phytometers 


each having a capacity of 300 pound 
of soil for the purpose of evaluatin 
day by day transpiration and evap 
oration loss by weight; another serie 
of 25 metal gravilysimeters, eac 
having a capacity of 1800 pounds o 
soil is being built, allowing observa 
tions of the watercycle to be mad 
both by weight and by measurin 
the volume of percolation and run 
off; and a series of sixteen concret 
lysimeters, each having a projection 
al surface area of five milacres an 
a depth of six feet are for the pur 
pose of studying the watercycle an 
larger masses of soil and vegetation 
on longer rotations, provision being 
made for the measurement of both 
the intensity and the amount of run- 
off an percolation. 


METEROLOGICAL STATIONS 
Four meterological stations are at 


present partially installed at eleva- 
tions of approximately 1GOO, 2700, 
4350 and 5000 feet. Installation of 
several more is contemplated, to 
complete the range of altitudes from 
the valley floor to timberline. These 
stations are equipped for measuring 
climatic and soil environmental fac- 
tors;

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TALK ON NEW DEAL GIVEN 
BEFORE MEN'S BIBLE CLASS 


Pointing out the value of Chris- 


tian character in nil walks of life, 
Earl Campbell, manager of the fruit 
and vegetable department of the 
Alpha Beta market, urged the mem- 
bers of the Men's Bible class of the 
Baptist church, meeting in the base- 
ment of the public library, to put 
forth greater effort in stimulating 
interest in the class by living lives 
that would command respect, and by 
inviting men to attend the class ses- 
sions. Mr. Campbell is in charge of 
the class expansion work and his 
efforts have already greatly increas- 
ed the class attendance. 


Following Mr. Campbell's talk last 


Sunday morning, A. H. Juumper 
gave a brief review of current 
events, in which he said in part: 


"Unquestionably, 
the 
supreme 


court of the United States, a body 
of nine brilliant lawyers, holds the 
spotlight of the entire economic 
world. Its recent decision on the 
NRA, the very heart of the so-call- 
ed New Deal, directly or indirectly 
affects every citizen of this nation. 
While the economists of other na- 
tions have had their eyes on Roose- 
velt and his New Deal, they have 
witnessed the downfall of one of the 
most flamboyant moves for adminis- 
trative power that any nation, out- 
side of dictatorship, has ever at- 
tempted. The downfall of the New 
Deal, like all other political events, 
has two sides to consider. This be- 
ing the case, I feel that iti s only fair 
to discuss it from two angles. 


"On the one hand we have our 


large manufacturing and transporta- 
tion interests, such as railroads, etc., 
our banking institutions, and all 
other branches of industry, where a 
large amount of money is used for 
the purpose of paying employees, 
buying raw materials, etc. These in- 
stitutions were on a cut-throat basis, 
ready and willing to sell below cost 
in order to meet their competitors' 
prices. Naturally, there is only one 
solution to a wild orgy of this sort— 
bankruptcy and dissolution of the 
weakest—and this was taking place 
fast and furious. Small banks were 
forced to close their doors, and small

manufacturers were crowded out. 
Against this terrific onslaught of 
competitive bidding, former employ- 
ees found themselves facing closed 
shop doors, and with no weekly or 
monthly payrolls and no place to go 
for work on account of this loss of 
purchasing power, other factories 
and retail stores were forced to close 
their doors. 


"This great nation of ours faced 


a sure and certain collapse. Some- 
thing had to be done. Foreseeing 
this fact, our administration leaders 
called the leading manufacturers and 
financiers to a round table confer- 
ence, and out of that conference the 
NRA emerged. This act was passed 
by both houses, giving the adminis- 
tration the power to borrow money 
from the large financiers at a low 
rate of interest, and to loan to the 
manufacturers at the same rate of 
interest, thus making it a non-profit- 
able transaction'for the government. 
This -.-as done to keep the govern- 
ment out of the banking business. 
At the time this move was made 
only for temporary purposes, ex- 
pecting the slump in business to 
automatically right itself at an early 
date, and here that famous saying, 
'Prosperity is just around the cor- 
ner,' came into being. 


"Our 
large 
industries, 
always 


looking for the extra dollars, con- 
ceived the idea of cutting men off 
their payrolls and putting more 
hours on the men who remained, 
for the same wage or less. This 
caused more men to be out of work, 
cut down the purchasing power 
thruout the nation, and caused a 
chaotic condition to again exist. 


"Again something had to be done, 


so another conference was held, but 
this time only a selected few were 
consulted. These selected few turn- 
ed out to be our much-talked-of 
brain trust. 
An amendment was 


tacked onto the National Recovery 
act whereby the president, and a 
committee that he might choose, 
would be given the power to regu- 
late the activities of industries on 
selling, buying, and the hours and 
minimum wages of their employees. 
Again both houses of congress came 
to the president's rescue and passed 
the amendment 


"A little shy of the codes at first, 


our industrialists gradually welcom- 
ed the idea of getting away from'the 
cut-throat policy. At the present 
time industries are sorely vexed at 
the decision of the supreme court. 


"Statistics show us that seventy- 


seven per cent of our industries to- 
day are directly or indirectly sup- 
ported by government money, and 
they fear that the government will 
cease to be a factor in the commer- 
cial field. 


"They based this fear upon the 


downward fall of the stock market 
followed by the supreme court'* de- 


maTRet is still slumpedfnim the 
effects of this message. 


"On the other hand, the smal 


business man, the laborer and the 
unemployed feel that the NRA 
while it employed some few men 
did not cover enough ground, so to 
speak. The liberals rather welcom- 
ed the court's decision, not that they 
thought it unconstitutional, perhaps 
but because it might have a ten- 
dency to force the administration to 
greater efforts toward forming a 
permanent economic security for all 
and do away forever with the pres- 
ent temporary dole system. 


"But whatever we, as individuals 


think of this matter, the fact re- 
mains that this recent move will ef- 
fect each and every one of us. 


"The outlawing of the NRA is an 


historical event in the life of Amer- 
ica, and the eyes of the world are 
upon us, to see if our governmen 
shall rule a nation of democracy or 
shall a handful of lawyers tell our 
people what they can or cannot do? 
Evidently the answer to this ques- 
tion lies in Roosevelt's next move.'

HAS AMERICAN BUSINESS THE 


CAPACITY TO SAVE ITSELF? 


By J. L. MATTHEWS

It is my belief that the United States chamber of com- 


merce should call regional conferences this summer for 
the purpose of conducting a symposium on five major 
problems now affecting normal business recovery. 


These five subjects should be selected by the national 


board of directors in consultation with all branches of 
business. A questionnaire should be prepared and sent to 
regional leaders, who should submit copies to business and 
professional men and women coi^idered to be most cap- 
able of analysis. 


The national chamber should break down the results 


into a brief that would be representative of the thought 
of the country as relates to business and the financing of it. 
Such a document can then be submitted for general criti- 
cism and debate thruout the United States. 


It is my thought that politics be avoided insofar as it 


is possible to do so in dealing with a subject that is so 
bound and influenced by the processes of government. 


It becomes increasingly apparent that recovery is not 


to be predicated upon a return to methods employed prior 
to the economic collapse. The national chamber should be, 
and is, in a position to formulate this questionnaire, but 
illustrative of my thought I submit the following subjects 
for discussion: 


(1) Has the cost of credit become too great to be success- 


fully absorbed in the retail commodity price? What reforms 
are necessary to bring about more elastic credit opportunity 
to business? What actually constitutes security of loans under 
our present and profoundly changed economic conditions? Is 
real property any longer basic as loan security, even assuming 
that values shall rise to former levels? If not, what is the real 
basis of credit security? 


(2) In common with nearly all fundamentals of business 


stability as viewed from pre- depression periods, has the tariff 
policy of this and all countries become outmoded and a re- 
tarding influence rather than a stimulant to trade? Is the com- 
plete embargo of goods in areas where such goods are com- 
petitive and not needed a superior method to that of restric- 
tive tariff schedules? In other words, shall we and other 
.countries work toward a policy of complete commodity exclu- 
sion when such commodities are regionally unwelcome, and 
allow for free and fluid flow of commodities where needed? 
How successful has been the operation of the process tax? 
Has foreign trade become permanently inconsiderable in any 
plan of domestic business stabilization? 


(3) In what manner shall we consider the taking of ma- 


chine profits and distributing such profits to unemployed and 
partially unemployed consumers? Is this present technological 
imbalance actually the cause of low buying power, and there- 
fore of underconsumption? ,. If so, shall the national govern- 
ment be allowed to increasingly become the collector and dis- 
tributor of technological profits thru taxation on industry? 


(4) Is it a fact that industry per se is powerless or unwill- 


ing to bring about reforms for its own good, and that therefore 
this function must be assumed in increasing degrees by gov- 
ernment? Which is fundamentally true — that customs of con- 
ducting business, and real needs of industry, indicate the 
character of laws required, or that laws shall be first esta- 
lished and industry thereafter conform? 


(5) How shall we prevent the profits of one industry from 


being invested in another industry where it becomes disas- 
trously competitive? Do such investments constitute waste, 
which must eventually be borne by the consumer? Shall excess 
profit of any given industry be re-introduced into that indus- 
; 


try thru retail price reductions, or shall it be removed from 


S 


precipitate a flight of capital to foreign countries? What actual 
./" 


relation does the arbitrary maintenance of price levels have ' 
on profits? If excess profits are re-introduced into the san\e 
industry thru price reductions will this tend to endanger all 
profits? 
The above suggestions are made after reflecting upon 


the many discussions and controversies that have arisen 
out of the business conditions of the past five years. I set 
them forth merely as a guide by which more intelligent 
groupings may be evolved. It is from a nation-wide sym- 
posium, with its possibilities of clarification and of new 
data that I see the value in this proposal. 


As one who has for more than forty years been con- 


tinuously engaged as a newspaper editor, a business man 
and a participant in the politics of this country, I am ready 
to make the assertion that we are not to receive business 
salvation from government experimentation, no matter 
what political group or party may do the experimenting. 
I am one who believes that business must save itself, and 
that it has the power, the stamina, and the intellectual 
leadership so to do.

The first house of worship was 


built in 1886, but not completed until 
October, 1888, when it was decided 
to ceil and plaster.

FIRST EVANGELIST
